Mr. A. J. Mollison, the 
Australian air-mail pilot, who 
is engaged on a flight from’ 
Australia insan attempt to 
lower the record of eloven 
days sct by Mr, C. W. A. 
Scott in June last, arrived at 
Basra from Karachi at 6.20 
p.m, ; 
“Mollison, who is a flier of 
considerable experience, having 
over 2,600 flying hours to his 
credit, is taking off again. at 
midnight for Athens and he 
hopes to reach London on Wed- 
nesday. ‘ 

He is now considerably ahead 
of Scott’s record, und there Is a 
atrong probability that he will not 
only beat it hy a very wide margin, 
but also better the time set up by 
Scott for the outward journey, 
namely 9 days, 3 hours. 

Mollison Jefl’ Wyndham, Aus- 
tralia, atl a.m. on July 29, on the 
fullowing day he was in Singnpore, 
and on the firat of August he 
arrived at Rangoon. In two days 
he has not only completed the 
crossing of India, landing at Cal- 
cutta and Karachi, but fs now at 
Basra, with the heaviest part of 
his journey completed.

ROAD POLICY. 


Whilst there is not the slightest 
doubt that there is ample scope in 
the Old Country for cutting down 
much needless national expendi- 
ture, the report of the Committee 
which has been dealing with this 
matter leaves us with an impres- 
sion’ of the danger of panic 
remedies in times of depression. 
That js a danger to which Hong- 
kong is at present alan exposed. 
Whatever else’ must go the 
board, there can be ‘no justification 
for impairing, eMfciency. We 
fear, however, that both at Home 
and here in Hongkong this is just 
what muy ensily happen. Locally, 


by 


the Retrenchment Committee has 
long since presented its’ report, 
but, for rensons which we cannot 
fathom, ita recommendations have 
not been made public; they are 
known only tb the Government, 
which seemingly prefers to keep 
the proposals to itself. Not so in 
the case of the Committee which 
has been investigating the , possi- 
bilities ‘of economy in the Old 
Country. Thus we have a sitia- 
tion which mukes it possible for 
the Hongkong newspapers to give 
the Home Committee's recommen- 
dations in detail, but to be unable 
to ‘give even an inkling -of what 
the local investigators * have 
urged. At Home, it is recognised 
that the public has a right to 
know these things; ‘here in 
Hongkong, we are merely told just 
us much as the Government thinks 
it is good for us to know. 

There Is one item in the Home 
Committee’s report which is 
deserving of notice because the 


\point dealt with has some local 


application, We refer to the sug- 
gested saving of nearly .cight mil- 
Hons sterling by the postponement 
and allowing down of . road 
schemes, and the lowering of tho 
present high standard* of main- 
tenance. Thid is one of the. pro- 
posals which,.wa imagine, will 
arouse considerable | opposition, 
eapccially on the part of motorists 
who contribute s0 much to the 
nation’s internal revenue.

to-day the Colony lacks a modern 
prison, Adequate hospitals and 
noything dike = @ satisfactory 
naylum. = In saying #0 much, we 
do not wish it to be inferred that 
we object to good roads; far from 
it—but we do say that in the pro- 
vision of amenitics, firat things 
should come first. These provid- 
ed, we should be justified . in 
undertaking luxury projects “if 
funds permitted. oan 
But if the Colony may have been 
unwise in the allocation of its 
surpluses and spent hundreds of 
thousands of dollars on roads 
which could have wnited for better 
times, that is no reason why we 
should neglect the proper upkeep 
of thoroughfares which s0 
much money has been Inid out. 
If the proposals of the Home Com- 
mittee are carried out, the present 
high standard of road mainten- 
ance in the Old Country will be 
lowered. That, in our opinion, 
would be a most regrettable policy. 
Yet it appears to be one which is 
at present being followed here in 
Hongkong. As our roads fall into 
disrepair, the «authorities seem 
content with patching them up at 
possible. So 
‘many evidences of this line of 
action can be seen in various parts 
of the Colony just now. Surely 
this is a most short-sighted 
policy, a classic example of false 
economy. Eventually, these 
roads will have to be taken pro- 
perly in hand. The money now 
being spent on them is sheer waste 
In many instances, If we have a 
wood thing, let us preserve it. To 
let it_ degenerate is altogether 
indefensible. :

Slum Areas. 


Hongkong is not the only place 
where, in building activity, such 
human considerations as the pro- 
vision of open spaces and playing 
fields is overlooked, by Govern- 


ment (principally) and speculator, 


alike. Herr Rosennauer, a dis- 
tinguished architect, who has 
built, thousands of workmen’s flats 
in Vienna,- has recently inspected 
many of the crowded slum arens 
in England and Scotland: Na- 
turally, he believes with the pre- 
rent government that no effort 
should be spared to clear them 
away. As to the future residence 
of the people living in these 
slums, the advice he offers is that 
the population should not be 
transplanted to new houses in the 
suburbs, but should be accom- 
modated in Special 12-to-20 storey- 
ed blocks of flats In, the heart of 
the city. He suggests that town 
planners should not take the 
town into the country, but should 
bring the country into the town. 
When the pressure of population 
in a given ares becomes too great 
obviously there are two methods 
of relief. It may expand outward, 
or it may expand upward. But 
population may be of two kinds— 
a day-time population working in 
offices, and a night-time popula- 
tion sleeping at home. The pro- 
blems for the two are ‘not the 
same. For the former it may be, 
and ‘often is, of first-rate import- 
ance that It should be close to the 
great banking, shipping and com-. 
mercial centres. Sometimes nn-

The, 
rope was looped round both-ankles 
and colled three times round the 
neck where it was tied. The body 
avis discoloured and partly dress- 
ed.” : i : 

Dr. Gray sald that there was 
much bruising, with considerable 
awolling, below - and -behind-. the 
left'ear, There wag considerable 
bruising on the chil and in the 
region below the chin, and there 
was ‘circular bruises and = im- 
pression over the Adam’s apple 
which encircled the neck and cor- 
responded with the three layers 
of rope which had been found. 
There was no blood or apparent 
blood on the hair, and there was 
no abrasion of the skin. :
